; But nothing was more Illuſtrious in her, nothing more , 
commendable, - or more deſerving Admiration and Encomi- . 


utn, among ſo many and ſo great Vertues, than that prima- 
ry ws above all tranſcending Vertue, real and ſincere Pi- 
ety, which the wiſeſt of Kings adjudg*d to be the beginning 
of all Wiſdom. There was nothing which ſhe eſteem*d 
more Religiouſly incumbent upon her, than to ſerye the Im- 
mortal God, and be affiduous in his Worſhip; to defend, 
maintain and propagate, with all the Force of her Kingdom, 
the true Religion purg*d and purified from Idols and Super- 
ſtition. Nor was it her Opinion, that piety conſiſted in the 
Lips, but in the Heart; not in ſubtil Diſputes, but in good 
Works ; not in the Knowledg but the Obſervation of Pre- 
cepts, and in the Cordial Performance of enjoyn'd Duties. 
Nor was it her choice with the Athenians, rather to know 
than do that which was right ; but with the Antient Cato, 
tho more truly than he, rather to be good, than to ſeem ſo, 
In the morning ſhe roſe with the Sun, and Worſhip*d the 
Lord of Heaven and Earth. Bus when ſhe was ſometimes 
forc*d to riſe at midnight, by reaſon of the Urgent Affairs 
ofthe State, and could not afterwards ſleep, ſhe command- 
ed either the Holy Scripture, or ſome other Pious Book, tobe 
brought her. It any perſons came to Viſither in a morning 
before ſhe had pour'd forth her Prayers, ſhe ſent fem back 
with this Expreſſion, That ſhe was firff to ſerve the Kjng of 
Kjngs.It any perſons were ſaid to ſeek her Life by Treachery 
and Conſpiracy, her Anſwer: was, That ſhe ſubmitted to the 
Will of Heaven. | She 
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She was ever preſent at Publick CongreFations, cſpccially 
when the Army was in motion, and ſome more imminent 
dangers threatned: : 

And when {he was there, no perſon more attentive to the 
Preacher, no perſon pour'd forth moxe fervent Prayers to 
Cod, with a mind, rather than a Countenance Dejected and 
hx'd upon the Earth. 

Then, how benificent, how bountiful, both in the Church, 
, and without it, to the wanting Members of the Church, in 

all Parts of the Earth ? How many thouſands did ſhe ſup- 
port at her own Charges, which that ſame horrid Tempeſt, 
and diſmal Rage of the Monks, which they call Piety, had 
driven into theſe Countrys, or into Ezzeland, Exiles from 
their Native Country, and depriv*d of the Liberty of their 
Conſciences, much dearer than their Country ? Who, laſtly, 
ever was inrcal Want, to whoſe Succour ſomething did not 
always flow from that abounding Fountain ? Four times 
every year, ſhe ſent Letters, Subſcrib'd with her own Hand, 
with Mony to be diſtributed to the Poor, from whom ſhe 
never dc{1”d the Repayment of Thanks. Tis not above 
three years ſince, that ihe ſenta vaſt Sum of Mony into Hol- 
[rnd tor the Relicf of the Poor,and to ſupply the neceſſities of 
a bitter Winter, concealing her Name, according to her 
Cuſtom. Benign and Munificent- Princeſs ! Give thou 
wouldit, but yer conceal thy Name : Hadit thou been now 
alive, how many poor and indigent, 'that Periſhid through 
the intenſe Rigour of this laſt Winter, had beenthen relicey'd 
by thy moſt Royal Bounty ? ; 

But as ſhe Conſecrated her firſt and chiefeſt Duties to God, 
her next ſhe Dedicated to her Husband. How Lovingly did 
ſhe Acconipa ny him at his Departure ? How attectionately | 
did ſhe Embrace him Returning? With how much Kind- 
ne and Sweeineſs did ſhe Compentate the Hardſhips of 
War, and continual Travel by lim {uitaun'd ? This laft 

Ece LaNC, 
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time, unhappy laſt Time ! With what an incredible ſpeed 
and Fervency, contemning the Injuries of the Weather, did 
ſhe haſten to meet her deareſt Conſort, and Congratulate 


his fafe Return ? While the King was abſent, ſhe alonetook 


care of all the Aﬀairs of the Kingdom : When he was pre- . 


ſent, ſhe ceaſed to meddle with any Publick Buſineſs, but 
| ſurrendred back the Government of the whole Empire into 
his Hand ; more joyful to reſign 1t, than. to take it up. So 
that never any Mother of a Family could be more obſequi- 
ous to her Husband, than ſhe was to the King. 

Nor are you to believe, ſhe waſted that Life in idleneſs. 
She had buſineſs enough to do. She oblig'd all People by 
her Favours. She ſtudied to deſerve the love of all men : 
_ She Cur'd the Sick ; ſhe ſuccoured the AﬀMitted ; and dif. 
perſed Relief toallthat were in Want, or that Laboured un- 
der any Calamity of Body. Ot Time, fo pretious, and the 


vetous , ſhe was moſt ſparing and parcimonious. Many 
times ſhe ſet her Royal Hands to Embroider ; which ſhe 
did not think beneath her felf, in imitation of the Antient 
Queens. VVhea at the ſame time (give ear great Sexeca, 
who ſo highly commendeſt to us Covetouſneſs of Time) ſhe 
order d to be read to her ſome profitable and learned Picce, 
which treated either of Politicks, or Hiſtory, of Ethicks, or 
of Divinity. Sheher ſelf *alfſo Read very much, whether in 
the City or the Country, and with honeſt, yet delightful eaſe 
deceiv*d her ſolitary Hours ; ſothat like the great Scipio Afr; 
canus, ſhe was never leſs at leiſure, than when atleifure, ne- 
ver leſs alone than when alone ; and like that other Sczp:o, 
Advantageouſly and Elegantly divided her Intervals of L<i- 
fureand Buſineſs. An Fgregious Act, enough to ſhame not 
only V Vomen, not only Youth, but Men of Years and 
Learning. Nor was it long ſince (give Ear ye Kings and 
Princes) that ſhe EreQed in her Palace, -a Library peculiar

to her ſelf; a Precedent but rarely heard of before; *nd 
had furniſh'd it, not ſo much with Gaudy as with uſeful 
Books.

and Geometry : So that the Situations of all Countries, Re- 
£10ns, Citics and Seaport-Towns were familiar to her. 


And ſhe, who expended ſo much upon the Worſhip of. 


God, her Duty to her Husband, upon the People, and upon 
all in Neceſſity. ; how much did ſhe Expend upon her ſelf ? 
She ſpent all upon her Mind ; took little or no care of her 
Body. V Vhen any new faſhion'd Garment, or coſtly Orna- 
ment was ſhewed her, ſhe rejected 'em as ſuperfluous, and' 
Anſwered, '1he Mozy might be better laid out: upon the Poor. 


Wonderful Princeſs, endu'd with fo Pious and Modeft a 


Mind ! Great Exemplar, fit for Imitation ! She beſtows up- 
on the Poor, ſhe denies her ſelf, ſhe contemns, ſo great 
and Potent -a Princeſs neglects and ſcorns thoſe Things, 
which all other private Women fo ardently and vehemently 
covet and dere. 

Which ſhall T moſt admire amidſt ſo many, and fo great 
Vertues ? Whether that extraordinary Piety -towards God, 
that ſhun ſo brightly forth in her tender Years ; while 
never Woman Corſhip'd, lov'd, and honow'd God with 
a more fervent or purer zeal ? Whether that ſacred; and 
Praiſe-worthy Deſire of promoting Religion, upon which 
ſhe was fo lingularly intent, thar without the Providence 
of God, and the Care and Vigilance of this our Princeſs, 
we ſhould have hardly had any ſtirring by this ? Whether - 
that moſt ardent Conjugal Love, wherein ſhe far exceeded 
(yrs Panthea , Mauſolins's ' Artemiſia, and Mithridates's. 
Hypficratea? Whether that Prudence and Wiſdom in Go- 


. verning , wherein ſhe ſurpaſs'd not only Women, but 
many famous Men ? Whether her Equity in the Admini-- 


ſtration of Juſtice ; while Men. lookt upon her as. Superzour 
ro, 
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to Ariſtides, to Phociax, and deem'd her tobe Juſtice her - 


ſelf ? Whether that Benign, both Mind and Covuntenance 
that equalPd her with Socrates, and his Imperial Compe- 
titor Aztoninus, while her deportment was affable and be- 
nevolent to all ſorts and degrees of People ; fully convinc'd 
that nothing could be more Royal than the Saying of that 
moſt excellent Prince, and Emperor, molt hike herſelf, that 
it behov'd her not to let any Perſon depart fad from her 

Preſence ? VV hether that Modeſty and 'Temperance, that 
Frugality in ſo great an Exuberency of Fortune ; by means 
of which ſhe ſtood impregnable to all the "Temptations, 
and C:rcear Sorceries of a Vicious Court, nor could be ſe- 
duc'd from. the Paths of true Vertue ? So that her Court 
ſeem*d not to be the Manſion of a Queen, but the Houſe 
of ſome private Matron , or rather the "Temple. of Cha- 
ſtity ; by which means ſhe made the Bad Good, as is faid 
of Antoninus the Philoſopher, the Good Better and like her 
ſelf ? Or whether her Clemency, and good Nature prone to 
win the Good-will of all People; fo | on ſhe was no .leſs 
griev'd than they who Petitionfd; 1f it fo fell out that ſhe 
could not grant their Requeſts ; and like that moſt Mag- 
nanimous Prince, thought that day loſt wherein ſhe was not 
kind to ſome body or other ? Or that tranſcendent Benifi- 
cence, her Compaſſion, and that Motherly AﬀeCtion of a 
Munificent Princeſs to the Sick and Poor, whoſe charitable 
Deeds, like thoſe of the Roman Centurion may be thought 
to have aſcended up into Heaven ? Or laſtly, thatextraordi- 
nary, and more then Maſculine Magnanimity and Conſtan- 
cy, as wellthrough the whole Courſe of her Life, as at her 
Death 2 Who among the pooreſt, and moſt miſerable ever 
with more eatinels refign*d this mortal Life, fo obnoxious to 
a Thouſand Calamitics,then She, in the midit of Regal Pomp, 
and plenty with a Royal,and truly Heroick Mind, contemn*d 
and {urrender*d all the Pleaſures of Life, and Regal Dignity, 

| and 
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and haſten*d to the Supream King of Heaven and Earth, 
by whom ſhe had been only ſent us hjtherto ? How many 
proofs did ſhe manifeft of a Mind undaunted, joyful, and 
deſirous to leave this Life ? How many/ clear 2nd evident 
Demonſtrations did ſhe give of her Love to God ? How 
comfortably did ſhe addreis herſelf to the King and the 
reit of the ſtanders by ? How well aſſured of Eternal Lite 
and Immortality did ſhe bid farewell to this Lite, and all 
Terreſtrial Fehcities, and tranſmigrate to that ſame only 
Fountain, and perpetual Spring of all Beatitude ? So that 
her Life and Death was a moſt perfeft and conſummate 
Exemplar of Vertug and Piety: Nor did Nature ever 
produce any thing more excellent than ſhe, who in all her 
Life never did, never ſaid or thought any thing bur 
what was Praiſe-worthy ; fo that what was faid of $cipr9 
AEmilianas may be more truly recorded of our Princeis, whoſe 
Vertues were fo many, fo great, and of that moinent eve- 
ry one, that no Man ever durſt preſume ſo much as tacit- 
ly' to beg of the Immortal God, as rhis our Queen obtain*d 
fun the moſt indulgent Diſpenſer of all Good. | 

And becauſe the -mind of Man is better diſcern'd by 
tis Death than' by his Life; for Man 1s apt in his Lite 
time to conceal 'and diſſemble his Aﬀetions ; but ar his 
Death the Mask heing remov'd, he appears what he. 1s ; 
what was more noble or {ignal than the Death - of this 
Queen ? What 'more becoming a Wiſe Man and a Chri- 
{tian than that ſaying'of hers, "hs 7s not the firil time that 
I prepar*d my ſelf for Death. Great Sentence !- inoit worthy a 
Philoſopher and a P:ous Man ' Whar more does Pivlofophy 
reach us, what more the Chriitian Retigion ! For 1f Phi 
lofophy be meclitation upon Death, as rightly of old the 


_Pluoncs oMiery'd ; if we mult be always learning to dve, 
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duringthe whole courſe of her Life, was always medita- 
ting upon Death ? Socrates is every where lovely, every 
avhere appears a Vertuous and Holy Man, but no where 
more lovely or greater, thanat his Exit, and at his death 
which he {o generouſly ſought, by which he 1mmortaliz'd 
his Vertue we Integrity, and confirm'd what he had all a- 
loag taught, not by Words but Deeds, and his Volunta- 
ry Exit out of this Life, How much a more fgnal and 
[audable Teſtimony of her Vertue and Santtity, than that 
Philoſopher, did our Queen give to the World by her death, 
{o Heroick, and tobe imitated by all Chriſtians * Who for- 
ſook not a private, not a miſerable, but a Royal Lite, a- 
bounding in all delights, without the leaſt repining ; who 
{o departed this Life as from a Banquet ; efcap*'d from the 
Court as out of a- Priſon ; who more afſur'd of the immor- 
cality of her Soul, and the hopes of a better Life, with a 
greater Reſolution, did not inflict a ſpontaneous Death up- 
on herſelf, but expected a decreed Stroak from the Hand of 
the Supream Lord of all things. who forbids us to quit our 
Stations uncommanded by himſelf; and beheld the common 
Enemy of Mankind, the moſt terrible of all moſt terrible 
things, with a Mind altogether undaunted, and a Counte- 
nance nothing terrined. No wonder ſhe had learnt to dye, 
it had been her only Study. She underſtood the Frailty 
of Life, like Glaſs, the-brighter the more brittle. She knew 
that we dy*devery day ; that the beginning of Life was the 
Ts of Death; that there was nothing firm and 
Sta 


le here ; that we arepromisd another Life, conſtant, ſo- 


lid and and permanent ; that Deathis but the Paſſage to it ; 
that no_Man can dye well, but he that livid well; that no 
Man lives-well but hethat has Deathalways before his Eyes, 
and has learnt to dye well. Our Princefs fill'd with theſe 
Cogitations, ſcorn'd and fepudiated all the conveniences and 
blandiſhmeats of Life, Honors and Dignities, Scepters and 

Diadems, 
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Diadems, and whatever Men deem Fortunate ; and with a 
great and Royal Mind while ſhe livd, contemn*d Life, 
and Death when ſhe dy*d: and by ſodoing, nobly and glo- 
riouſly triumph*d over both. p 

Renownd Woman of a Maſculine, and Couragious Sp. 
rit, victorious over Death it felt ! By what name 
ſhallI call thee ? Whether Parent of thy Country, formerly 
the Sirname aſcrib#d to Livia, bnt 'more truly to be given 
to thee ? Whether Auguſt, which was attributed to the Ro- 
an Empreſſes, but due to thy Merit, than which nothing 
was more Sacred, nothing more Augult ? Or the beſt of Prin- 
ceſſes, which was firſt allow*d to Scipio Maſica, afterwards 
to Trajan, by decree of the Senate: An Epithete, that muſt - 
never be renew*<d again, now thou art gone, nor will re- 
turn to Earth without the Remembrance of thy Vertues ? 
Or the Defendreſs of the Faith, a Title more truly appro- 
priated to Thee, than to Him, to whom it was firſt indul- 
ged ? Moſt Holy and Religious Princeſs, before whom no 
Woman is to be preferr*d !. 

Let ſacred and prophane Hiſtories recommend to us the 
Fortitude of Deborah, the Charity of Dorcas ; the Prudence 
of Semrramis, and her Knowledge how to - Govern ; the 
Couragious Soul of Z:nobia, and her fervent Love of Learn- 
the incredible Endowments both of Body and Mind in 4/- 
paſia, and her ſingular Modeſty ; the Piety of Placilla, and 
her aſffiduous care of the Needy and Sick ; let the Britifh 
Annals extol their Maud, their Philzppa, their El:zabeth, and 
their tranſcending Vertues ; neither Anriquity, nor this our 
modern Age can boalt of any thing that 1s to be compar*d 
with this our far ſurpaſſing Queen, worthy of far greater 
Encomiums. What ſingly they poſſeſ#d , this had accu-- 
mulatively crouded in one Perſon , as being a Compendium . 
of all thoſe Vertues. | 


For 
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For my part, whenlT revolve all theſe things in my Mind, 
and diligently weighthe particular Vertues of this {ingleWo- 
man, . T am plainly and evidently convinc*d that never any 
thing was producfd in this world more excellent than thisPrin- 
ceſs, nor that ever any greater Bleſſing happend to Mor- 
tals. For if that ſaying of Plato betrue, as *tis molt certain, 
that Cities then will have an end of all their miſeries, when 
great Power and Prudence, by a certain divine State, meet 
with. mutual Embraces with Equity and Juſtice; tf tl e 
V Vorld ſhall then be happy, as thefame Author aſſerts, when 

vw Either Kings are wiſe, or wile Men Reign, how happy and 
fortunate would have been our Republick,and the People and 
Nations committed to her care, who with {ſo much 
prudence and wiſdom. govern'd her Kingdom ; who with fo 
much Juſtice ang Equity temper*d her Power ; who in that 
high Staticn of her Fortune never did harm to any Man, 
when ſhe had ſo much Power to injure ; whoſe Humility 
contended with her majeſty, whoſe Clemency with her Se- 
verity, and whoſe Goofneſs with her ſupream Authority ; 
who thought herſelf {o' much Greater, by how much ſhe 
was better thanothers , as Ageſilans ſaid of Artaxerxes; who 
ſplendidly and wiſely govern*'d Cities and People, then which 
Knowledge how to Reign well, Dzocleſian from his own Ex- 
perience was wont to affirm, that there was not any Art or 
Science more difficult to be learnt ? And if Fabius Maximus 
were 1t1d of old the Buckler of the Empire, Marcellus the 
Sword, do we not behold the true and genuine Efhgies of 
our King and Queen in theſe two illuſtrious Captains; of 
which he, like Marce/lzs detends us with luis Sword ; jhe like 
Fabius protected us with her Buckler, and holding in the 
one hand her Spear, her Shicid in the other, now repretcnt- 
=cd to our Eyes the Armed PaUas, then again the gentle and 
Pacifick 1Mimerva, as well the Goddeſs of Prudence as of 

War. 
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Laſtly, if man were made after. the. Image of God ; if 
Kings are ordain'd of God ; if the moſt conſpicuous vertues -_ 
of the ſupream Deity are his Immenſe Goodneſs and Power, 
how evidently did our Auguſt Queen repreſent the Image 
of God both in ker words and deeds ?

VVho greateſtin power, beſt in Goodneſs juſtly deſery'd to 
be call'd the Be/# and Greatefs of Princeſſes, by a holy Ap- 
pellation, and common to her with God himlelf ? For he 
is Optimus Maximus, the Greateſt Beſt, but firſt he is calld 
the Beft, and then the Greateſt. By which what other did 
Antiquity ſignifie to us, but that this was the chief Chara- 
Qter' proper to God, and that he had no Attribute more ex- 
cellent than his Goodneſs ? This chief and primary Ver- 
tue of the ſupream Deity who among Mortals more truly 
ever imitated than our Queen ? Who as ſhe: had receiv*d 
ſupremacy of Power from God, ſo likewiſe a Will propenſe- 
ly inclin'd to deſerve well of all Men ; who diſtributed the 
Gifts conferr*d upon her from Heaven, fcr the common Good, 
and Benefit of All; whoſhew*d herſelf not only a munificent 
Queen, but a certain Divinity viſible upon Earth, and con» 
ſpicudus to our Eyes ; ſo that the People committed to hee 
Care might know and be ſenſible that they livid under MA- 
RT, the moſt Pious and upright, that isto ſay, the Beſt, and 
ſurpaſſing all the beſtin her Kind. 
* Sucha Princeſstherefore, ſoexcellent, and fo far as Vertue 
can be underſtood, fo admirable and Tranſcending we have 
loſt; whoby ſweetneſsof Manners, and by her ſingular Cle- 
mency and Beneficence had won the Love of all people. The 
Emzlih lov'd her, the Ho!landers lovd her, and as ſhe {6 
lov<d both Nations, that it was hard to diſcover which the 
beſt, ſo the people of both Nations reverenc*d her with an 
equal AﬀeCtion ; only the {trife between fem was, who lovd 
her moſt Fervently. Nor had ſhe only engag'd the Em-fh; 
+ - Ggsg the 
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the Hhollaxders and other Nations fubje&tet ro her,Pm- 
pire, but among Foreigners and Strangers, ſhe hadalſo wog 
the favour and good-will of all People; all Men extoll'd thad 
Woman whom no man ever ſpoke 1ll of, unleſs he were 
at the fame titne the profeſs'd Enemy of all Vertue. | 
But as ſhe was then the Loveof all Nations, the delight 
of both People; fo is ſhe now the Subje& of their Lamen- 
tation. She is now become the publick and common. grief 
of all Men. However there 1s that Conſolation Fg re- 
maining among us, which if it cannot abſolutly aſſwage, yet 
well may ferve to alleviate and mitigate our Sorrow, We 
have a King till living, ſtrongand healthy, who being ſafe, 
we may beheve that God has not —_ caſt us trom our 
Protetion. We have Peers, and the Nobility and Gentr 
of the Kingdom, who with all the King's Forces, all his 
warlike preparations, both at home and abroad, both by Land 
and Seca, will carry on the War. We haveour own Repuh- 
lick, ſtrong, flouriſhing, potent, and equally ſuſtaining the 
burthens of the. VVar. VVe have our powerful Alliesand 
Friends, Ceſar, the Spaniards, the Germans, join'd together 
with us in the ſame League and Confederacy of Wat.. But 
above all things we have the Supream God of Heaven and 
Earth, propitious and favourable to the Religious Cauſe of 
his People; through whoſe aſſiſtance we promiſe better 
things for the future, and a proſperous Ifſue of this War. 
' But onr Mourning exceeds all Conſolation, nor will our grief 
for the death of our beſt Princeſs endure that any Reſtraint 
ſhould be put upon it ; a Princeſs, whom Nations .at length 
begin to value, now that they have loſt her. She is now tran- 
flated to a better place, and freed from the fetters of this 
mortal and periſhing Body, has exchanged for an immortal, 
this frail Life, a Terreſtrial for a Celeſtial Kingdom, and all:

And 
though it become us not to diſturb her Celeſtial Joys with 
our importunate-and troubleſome means, . ſince our Tears 
can never recal her, however who -will nat: be ſo indul- 
gent to our Humane Weakneſs, as to pardon us the Mour- 
ners at ſo Calamitous a Funeral ? Who in the midſt of 
general Sorrow and Lamentation can refrain from publick 
Tears ? Theſe are the laſt Offices which are due: 
to her; and this day appointed' for Univerſat Mourning. .
